Famous Sportsman Answers Richard C. Walton’s Request 
Almost On Eve Of His Death In London; Prized 
Signature Arrives In Mail From England Today.

W alton, 15-year-old 
son of Mrs R, C. W alton. Bigler­ 
ville. today 
was the 
proud pos­ 
sessor of what was probably the 
last autograph given 
by the late 
Sir 
Thomas 
J. 
Lipton. 
English 
tea 
m agnate 
and famous yachts­ 
man. who died a week ago today in 
London. 
This 
m orning's 
mail 
brought 
young Walton an am ateur collector 
of autographs of 
famous person­ 
ages. a letter from England, mailed 
at Finsbury Park, Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton's estate near London, contain­ 
ing two cards. 
On the larger card was inscribed 
the words ‘ Yours Faithfully. Thom ­ 
as J. Lipton.” The sm aller 
card 
was an engraved calling card, bear­ 
ing the inscription "Sir Thom as J 
Linton. Compliments."’ 
TI ic letter was 
mailed on Sep­ 
tember 
30 two 
days before 
Sir 
Thom as died. The personally writ­ 
ten card shows the effects of the 
famous 
m erchant-sportm an's 
age 
for the letters are wavy and appar­ 
ently were written by an unsteady 
hand. 
I.a*t Hr Penned 
Sir Thomas Lipton became ill on 
October I 
suffering from 
pneu­ 
monia, and died the following day 
so th a t it is entirely possible that 


the autograph received by young 
Walton was the last he penned. 
Although the Biglerville 
youth 
has only 20 or 25 autographs, th at 
of Sir 
Thom as Lipton 
he prizes 
more highly than any other, and is 
unquestionably more valuable than 
all the others. 
Although his collection of auto­ 
graphs still is small. Young W alton 
has those 
of quite a num ber 
of 
pi em inent men. Like the autograph 
of Sir Thom as Lipton. the boy re­ 
ceived the 
signature of 
the late 
Knute Rock ne. form**- Notre Dame 
football coach, only a day or two 
before being killed Iii an airplane 
accident. 
Shortly before the death of W il­ 
liam Howard Taft, former president 
of the United 
States and former 
chief Justice of the supreme court, 
young 
W alton received his auto­ 
graph. 
Today’s mail also brough^ W alton 
the signature of Andrew W Mellon 
secretary 
of the 
treasury of 
the 
United States. 
Among his other autographs the 
youth numbers such men at 
the 
late Edward W, Bok, Philadelphia 
publisher and philanthropist; Con­ 
nie Mack. Charles Adams, secretary 
of the navy, and Governor FYank- 
lin 
D. Roosevelt, 
of New 'York 
state.

While a controversy rages over 
the site for the proposed memorial 
to Major General O. O. Howard, 
commander of the lith army oorps 
in the battle of Gettysburg, the sug­ 
gestion has been made th a t the 
committee from the state of Maine 
which appropriated $30,000

the monument in the center square 
grass plot. 
Major General Howard, who a r­ 
rived in Gettysburg at noon on July 
I. 1863, and his troops, some of them 
stationed north of town and others 
occupying 
East 
Cemetery 
hill, 
helped to stop the retreat of the 
Union forces on the first day. 
The

commander 
spent 
much of his time in Gettysburg dur­ 
ing the battle and took observations 
from the roof of the Fahnestock 
building, now part of the M cPher­ 
son block, at the corner of Balti­

and

streets. 
When Major General Howard re­ 
turned to Gettysburg for the fiftieth 
anniversary in 1913. he asked to be

Buckner, president of the New York 
clearing house and chairman of the 
organization committee, appointed 
Wednesday by Governor George L 
Harrison, of the New York- federal 
reserve bank. 
The plan has been malled to 391 
clearing-house associations through­ 
out the country. These associations 
will serve as local units in the ad­ 
ministration of 
the corporation’s 
activities. 
The corporation is to be author­ 
ized to issue up to $1,000,000,000 in 
debentures to

TUBERCULOSIS IN CHILDREN—I 
It is the common impression that 
tuberculosis is essentially a disease 
of adults. 
* 
In a. sense, this is correct. 
The 
disease in its active form is found 
more frequently among the grown­ 
ups than among children. 
Tuberculosis, however, is a pecu­ 
liar disease in that it may smoulder 
for a long time before it breaks 
forth in its acute form. 
Considered in this sense, then, 
tuberculosis may be said to be more 
common 
among 
children 
than 
among adults. 
However, 
we 
differentiate 
be­ 
tween the infections with the tuber­ 
culosis germs found among children, 
and the active disease found among 
adults. 
For not all, in fact only relatively 
few of the cases of infection ever 
develop into the active form of the 
disease. 
In recent years, special attention 
has been paid to tuberculosis in 
children. 
It has been found that in a cer­ 
tain small percentage of children, 
the disease may be present in the 
adult form_ 
These children usually give a his­ 
tory of very close contact with an 
active case of tuberculosis. 
It may 
be that the father, the mother, one 
of the grandparents, or even the 
nurse or maid, suffered from tuber­ 
culosis and was the source of in­ 
fection for the child. 
The child was invaded by so many 
germs th at its resistance was over­ 
powered. 
Such cases are not un­ 
common, but they are not the rule. 
More 
common 
is 
the 
slow, 
smouldering process, in which the 
invading germs are met with stub­ 
born resistance, and the issue is 
undetermined for years. 
This condition gives rise to what 
is now termed the childhood type 
of t ubdrculoBis. 
In this type of tuberculosis, there 
are no outstanding signs or symp­ 
toms. 
The child does not cough, 
lose weight, have fever, or manifest 
any of the evidences of disease com­ 
monly associated with the adult 
form of tuberculosis.

Scarface Al Capone, booze averlord 
of the Middle West, now on trial be­ 
fore Federal Judge James II Wilker­ 
son as an income-tax evader, was a 
$75-a-week muscle man for Johnny 
Terr lo. at that time leader of the 
Southside gang of liquor runners, 
brothel keepers and gambling-hous? 
owners. 
This statement is contrary to most 
biographies of Capone, which have 
set him down as an underworld pow­ 
er for a decade and was brought out 
in evidence Thursday. 
After an all-day wrangle between 
attorneys for the government and 
the defense, Judge Wilkerson finally 
admitted into evidence a letter writ­ 


ten Louis P. Mattingly, Washington 
attorney, in which the latter, hold­ 
ing power of attorney for the gang 
leader and pleading to the internal 
revenue department for an out-of- 
court settlement on Capone's income 
tax, admitted an income for his 
client of $266,000 over the six-year 
period of 1925 to 1930. The gov­ 
ernment has to show only a $5,000 
annual income in order to prove 
guilt. 
’’This letter might well send Ca­ 
pone to the penitentiary.” pleaded 
Albert Fink, defense attorney, who 
set down the epistle as ‘ ridiculous."
